A. From many Texts of Scripture, Song of Solo- 
mon vi. v. 9, 10. Ay Dove, my Undefiled is Bur 
ON E, Fair as the Moon, clear as the Sun, terrible as © 
an Army with Banners. John x. v. 16. Other Sheep 
I have which are not of this Fold, (viz. the Gentiles, 
who were then divided from the Jews) them alſo T 
muſt bring, and they ſhall hear my Vaice, and there hall 
de One Forp AN D ONE SHEPHERD. Epheſ. iv. 
v. 4, 5. There is ONE Body and ONE Spirit, as you 
are call'd in Ox Hope of your Calling; ONE Lord, 
One Faith, Ons Baptiſm. In fine, as we have ſeen 
already, the Church of Chriſt is a Kingdom which 
ſhall ſtand for ever; and therefore muſt be always 
One. For every Kingdom divided againſt rx is brought 
to Deſolation, and every City or Heuſe divided againſt 
E not and. Mart, xii. v. 25. 

May not Perſons be ſaved in any Religion ? 

A. No certainly : St. Paul tell us, Heb. xi. v. 6. 
That without Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God : And 
St. Peter aflures us, As iv. v. 12. That there is no 
other Name under Heaven given to Men by which we 
may be ſaved, but the Name of Jeſus : And Chrift him- 
ſelf tells us, Mart xvi. v. 16. He that believeth nt, 
Hall be damm d. So that it is manifeſt from the holy 

pture, that true Faith is neceſſary to Salvation. 
Now true Faith, in order to pleaſe God, and fave 
dur Souls, muſt be entire; that is to ſay, muſt believe 
Without Exception all ſuch Articles as by God and 
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his Church are propoſe to be believed: And he that M3 
voluntarily and obſtinately diſbelieveth any one of M/ 
theſe Articles, is no leſs void of true ſaving Faith {MW 
than he that diſbelieves them all: As St. James tells 
us, with regard to practical Duties, Chap. ii. v. 10, Wa 
FL bofoever ſhall keep the whole Law, yet offend in cg 
Point, he is guilty of all. Hence St. Paul, Gal. v. 
. 20. reckons Hereſies, that is, falſe Religions, a. 
mongſt thoſe Works of the Fleſh, of which he pro- 
nounces, that they who do ſuch Things ſhall not inherit 
the Kingdom of Ged And God himſelf, /aiah 1x. d. 
12. tells his Church, The Nation and Kingdan thit 
will not ſerve thee, ſhall periſh. 

Q. Can any one be out of the Way of Salvation with- 
out the Guilt of Mortal Sin? 
A. No. But all ſuch as, thro* Obſtinacy, Neg. 
ligence, or Indifference in Matters of. Religion, wil 
not hear the true Church and her Paſtors, are guilty 
of Mortal Sin. Matt. xviii. v. 17. Jf he neglid ty 
hear the Church, let him be to thee as a Heathen or a 
Publican. Luke x. v. 16. He that heareth you (the 
| Paſtors of the Church) heareth me; and he that deſji 
ſeth you deſpiſeth me; and he that deſpiſeth me d:ſpijeth 
him that ſent me. | 
Q. But what do ym think of thoſe whoſe Conſcienct 
perſuades them they are in the true Church © 
A. If this Error of theirs proceeds from invincib 
Ignorance, they may be excuſed from the Sin of He- 
recy; provided that in the ſincere Diſpoſition of theit 
Hearts they would gladly embrace the Truth, if the 
eould find it out, in ſpite of all Oppoſition of Interctt, 
Paſſion, - &c. But if this Error of their Conſcience be 
not invincible, but ſuch as they might diſcover, if 
they were in earneſt in a Matter of ſo great a Conſes 
quence; their Conſcience will not excuſe them, 19 
more than St. Paul's, whilſt out. of blind Z.cal he 
perſecuted the Church; or the miſtaken Co.4{cience 
of the Fetvs, when putting the Diſciples of CH to 
Death they thought they did a Service to God. %

Q. But does not the Scripture ſomewhere ſay, That 
a Remnant of all Religions ſhall be ſaved ?

o the End of Revelation. I ſuppoſe what has given 
Occaſion to their Miſtake muſt have been the Words 
ff St. Paul, Romans ix. v. 27. where, quoting 1/aiah x. 
p. 22. he tells us, Tho' the Number of the Children of 
Iſrael be as the Sand of the Sea, a remnant (that is a ſmall 
Part of them wy ſhall be Saved Which Remnant 
he Apoſtle himſelf explains, Rom. xi. v. 5. of ſuch 
ff the Fewi/h Nation as at that Time by entering 
to the Church, were ſaved by God's Grace. But 
what is this to a Salvation of a Remnant of all 
Religions? A Doctrine fo viſibly contradicting the 
dcripture, that even the Engl; Proteſtant Church 
erſelf, in the 18th of her 39 Articles, has declared 
em to be accurſed who preſume to maintain in.

Q. How do you prove this ? |

A. From what has been already ſaid in the forego- 
ing Sefions : For, ½, The true Church of Chriff 
can be no other than that which has always had a vi- 
ſible Being in the World ever ſince Chriſt's Time; as 
we have ſeen Sz. 1. She was founded by Chri/? him- 
ſelf, with expreſs Promiſe, That the Gates of Hell ſhould 
not prevail againſt ber, Mat. xvi. v. 18. She tis the 
Kingdom of Gre which ſhall never be deſtroyed. Dan. 
U. v. 44. Therefore the true Church of Chri/# can 
be no other than the Catholic, which alone has always 
had a viſible Being in the World ever ſince Chri/!'s 
Time: Not the Prote/tant, nor any other modern Sect, 
which only came into the World fince the Year 1500. 
For thoſe that came into the World 1500 Years ar- 
ter Chr;/?, came into the World 1500 Years too late 
to be the Religion or Church of Chr:;/?. | | 

2aly, The true Church of Chriſi, in Virtue of the 
Promiſes both of the Old and New Teſtament, was to 
continue pure and holy in her Doctrine and Terms 
of Communion in all Ages, even to the End of the 
World, as we have ſeen 8. 3; and conſequently 
could never ſtand in Need of a Proteftant Reforma- 
tion: Therefore, that which was“ of old the true 
Church of  Chri/# muſt ſtill be ſo; and it is in vain to

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Pretenders to Reformation; becauſe they all build upon

She muſt be Apo/tolical, by 
a Succeſſion and Miſſion derived from the Apoſtles, as 
we alſo have ſeen, Sed. 5. Now theſe Characters 
cannot agtee to any of our modern Sects, but only to 
the old Religion, which alone is the Church of all 
Ages, and more or leſs of all Nations; and which 
deſcends in an uninterrupted Succeſſion, continued in 
the ſame Communion, from the Apoſtles down to 
theſe our Days. Therefore the old Religion alone is 
the true Church of Chri/? : Which can be but one, 
and in one Communion, as we have ſeen Seck.

Penitents. Now as no Judge can paſs Sentence with- 
out having a full Knowledge of the Cauſe ; which can.

Church the Judges of Mens Conſciences, has allo

Have you any other Texts of Scripture which favour 
the Catholic Doctrine and Practice of Confeffion ? 

A. Yes, We find in the old Law, which was a 
Figure of the Law of Chri/t, that ſuch as were infected 
with the Leproſy, which was a Figure of Sin, were 
obliged to ſhew themſelves to the Prieſts, and ſubject 
themſelves to their Judgment. See Lev. xiii, and xiv, 
and Matt. viii. v. 4 Which, according to the holy 
Fathers, was an Emblem of the Confeſſion of Sins in 
the Sacrament of Penance.

but only a little Bread and Wine. Befides, this Ob-

QQ. But are not the Faithful thus deprived of a great 
Part of the Grace of this jorge ? * . 
A. No; becauſe under one Kind receive the 
ſame as they would do under both; inaſmuch as they 
receive Qi himſelf, whole and entire, the Author 
and Fountain of all Graces.

Q. hy then ſhould the Prieſt, in the Maſs, receiv, 
in both kinds any more than the reſt of the faithful ? 

A. Becauſe the Maſs being a Sacrifice, in which, 

by the Inſtitution of our Lord, the ſhedding of his 
Blood, and his Death, was to be in a lively manner 
_ repreſented ; it is requiſite that the Prieſt, who as the 

Minifter of Chriſt offers this Sacrifice, ſhould, for the 
more lively repreſenting of the Separation of Chriſt's 
Blood from his Body, conſecrate and receieve in both 
Kinds, as often as he ſays Maſs. Whereas at other 
Times neither Prieſt nor Biſhop, nor Pope himſelf, 
even upon the Deathbed, receive any otherwiſe .than 
then reſt of the Faithful, viz. in one Kind only. 

Q. Have you any Texts of Scripture that favour Con- 
munion in one Kind ? * 

A. Ves. Fir/t, All ſuch Texts as promiſe everlaſt- 
ing Life to them that receive, tho' but in one Kind;

I. The firſt Reformer, Martin Luther, had nothing 
of extraordinary Edification in his Lif and Conver 
ſation. On the Conttary, all his- Works declare him 
to have been a Man of 6 he. 
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ſelf-willed, impatient of Contradiction, and rough and 
violent in his Declamations againſt all thoſe, of what 
ality ſoever, who difſented in the leaſt from him. 
But what was the moſt ſcandalous in a pretended 
Reſtorer of the Purity of Reilgion, was his marrying 
a Nun, after the moſt ſolemn Vows, by which both 
he and ſhe had conſecrated themſelves to God in 'the 
State of perpetual Continency. In which he was imi- 
tated by a great Part of the firſt reformed Miniſters. 
2. He and his firſt Aſſociates were certainly Schif- 
matics, becauſe they ſeparated themſelves from all 
Churches pure or impure, true or falſe, that were then 
upon Earth, and ftood alone upon their own Bottom. 
Therefore, if there was any ſuch Thing then in the 
World as the true Church of Chriſt (as there muſt al- 
why be, if the Scripture and Creed be true) Luther 
and his Fellows ſeparating from all Churches, muſt 
have ſeparated from the True, and conſequently ' muſt 
have been Schiſmatics.
